Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 

1 1/26/2010 has been entered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
claims are found to be allowable over the closest prior art Hebrink et al, (US 
20010019182), Arends et al. {US 5360659), and Weber et al. (US 6025897). It is noted 
that present claims are now commensurate in scope with the declaration filed 
4/30/201 0. Hebrink et al., Arends et al., and Weber use a feedblock to produce an 
optical film which does not result in simultaneously having a reflectance peak in different 
locations less than 10% and a difference in the peaks of reflection before and after 
heating to be less than 1 5%. As such, the present claims are found to be allowable 
over the prior art and passed to issue.
